Thus in materialistic competi- 
tion, Russia has every reason 
to believe that eventually her 
system will prevail. Commu- 
nism is tough, realistic, “scien- 
tific,” and is not hampered by 
what you have termed “natu- 
ral law.” In other words, theft 
and murder are entirely per- 
missible if it helps the party 
and advances the cause of com- 
munism. A promise need not 
be honored, to do so would 
hinder the cause. Thus the 
Communists use negotiations as 
a tool to gain advantage over 
their enemies. And any person 
or country naive enough to 
believe that peace can be nego- 
tiated with them will be re- 
aon ble for his own down- 
fall. 


Thus I see no way for the 
Free World to defeat commu- 
nism on this front. We will 
continue to compete with them 
on a materialistic level only, 
increasing the complexity and 
fearsomeness and cost of our 
weapons until we bankrupt our- 
selves or some idiot pushes the 
wrong button and brings the 
world crashing down around us 
all. And all this time we give 
Russia the advantage by rung 
her the initiative to start 
wars wherever she pleases and 
by punching us here and prick- 
ing us there, gradually drain us 
of resources and initiative. 

The fault of most of the 
present effort, in brief, seems 
to be that we are attempting 
to fight communism on grounds 
of her choosing. Her system 
is entirely materialistic, admit- 
tedly so, and we can defeat her 
on this front only by abandon- 
ing every moral restraint. The 
result will be a war of an- 
nihilation or ignominious strug- 
gle for survival. 

However it need not come to 
this. The Achilles heel of com- 
munism is her atheism. Re- 
ligion is the deciding factor in 
our struggle with her. Commu- 
nism is a kind of religion. It 
holds before the im ble 
minds of youth and the unwary 
the promise of an earthly para- 
dise through science and human 
effort alone.
